MOVEMENT 1S GIVEN 
BOOST AT BANQUET 


Great Project Put on Work- 
ing Basis at Dinner Given 
Last Night by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 


CITY AND COUNTY OFFER 
FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE 


Committee ‘(Representing 
City, County and Chamber 
of Commerce Will Take 
Charge of Movement. 


Atlanta took steps last night to- 


ward the promotion of a $200,000 fair 
at Lakewood, which will embrace in- 
terests in the entire southeast, and 
which will bring thousands of visitors 
annually to the city. 

Definite plans have been made, and 
an organization composed of repre- 
sentatives of the city government, of 
the chamber of commerce and of the 
Fulton county board of commissioners, 
will take charge of the movement. 

It will be one of the most massive 
undertakings of the _ state’s history. 
Buildings are to be erected, grounds 
prepared and a promoting organiza- 
tion effected. The enterprise will be 
a permanent one. 

Guests of Chamber. 

While the project has been under 
consideration for some time, it did 
not gain full impetus until last night, 
when forty civic-spirited business men, 
including officials from the city hall, 
from the chamber of commerce and 
from the county commission, attended 
a banquet at the Capital City club 
given by the chamber of commerce for 
the purpose of putting the movement 
under way. 

The meeting was presided over by 
Mell R. Wilkinson, president of the 
chamber. The movement was given its 
start in a motion made by Councilman 
Charles Whitewood Smith to put. the 
project on a working basis. He sug-

Mayor Woodward will select a coun- 
cilman and an alderman to serve with 
him on a committee representing the 
city. The chairman of the county 
board will select two commissioners 
to serve with him, and the president 
of the chamber of commerce will ap- 
point two members. The nine commit- 
teemen will then make definite plans. 
This will, be done with as little delay 
as possible. 

City and County to Aid. 

The fair will be established at Lake- 
wood, which is owned by the city of 
Atlanta. The city will next year ap- 
propriate approximately $75,000 to- 
ward its mromotion, and the county 
commission will contribute a similar 
The At- 
lanta interests that will be affected 
by the movement have given assur- 
ance of financial support to the ex- 
tent ef $10,000. 

The principal object of the fair is 
to develop Atlanta as an agricultural 
center of the Southeast. It will be 
an invaluable advertising and com- 
mercial asset. The plans submitted 
last night were of a practical nature. 
That work on the project will go 
ahead is an assured fact. Mayor 
Woodward and W. G. Humphrey, the 
latter of whom is chairman of the 
finance committee of council, guaran- 
teed financial support from the city 
of 75.000, which, both stated, the

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WHISKY DRINKING 
SHOWS A DECREASE; 
MORE BEER IS USED 


Washington, July 2.—Americans 
drank less whisky during the past 
twelve months than they did the year 
before, but they consumed more beer 
and smoked a great many more cigar- 
ettes. 

Reports to the internal revenue com- 
missioners made public today showed 
that receipts for the fiscal year just 
closed totalled $864,069 less than for 
the previous year, and most of this 
decline was due to the marked falling 
off in taxes collected on distilled spir- 
its. Detailed statements for the month 
of June are not yet available, but in 
the first eleven months of the fiscal 
year there Was a decrease of $3,734,- 
857 in the income from the manufac- 
ture and sale of distilled liquor, due in 
part to reduction in the number of li- 
censes. Estimates on the June re- 
ceipts indicated the total decline in 
distilled liquor tax for twelve months 
will probably be $4,250,000. 

Receipts from tobacco taxes showed 
an approximate increase over last year 
of $2,800,000. This gain is due al- 
most entirely to a phenomenal increase 
in the cigarette trade. The gain in 
receipts from fermented liquor, 
ale and the like, was about $860,000.

Colonel Again Attacks Wil- 
son Regarding $25,000,000 
Treaty—Repeats That It 
Is Just Belated Blackmail. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 2.—If Rie 
Wilson administration puts through 
the treaty with Colombia, providing 
for the payment of $25,000,000, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt declared in a statement 
tonight, it will forfeit the right to the 
respect of the people of the United 
States. 

Colonel Roosevelt’s statement was 
drawn out by that of James T. Dubois, 
formerly minister to Colombia, who 
assailed the acts of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration in connection with the 
Panama revolution. The former pres- 
ident barely referred to the Dubois 
statement, however, and plunged into 
a denunciation of the treaty before 
the senate. 

He Accuses Wilson. 

“I have nothing to say about Mr. 
Dubois,” the colonel said. “He merely 
was an instrument. Mr. Wilson is 
responsible for the payment of the 
blackmail to Colombia. Whether he 
did it on his own initiative or at the 
instigation of Mr. Bryan is wholly un- 
important, and it is of infinitely less 
importance what particular subordinate 
was chosen to carry through the dis- 
creditable transaction or to apologize 
for it in the public press. 

“Neither Mr. Wilson nor Mr. Bryan 
an answer my statement.

Investigation showed the rail- 
road man dead from a bullet wound 
in the temple. A revolver was lying 
under the chair.

It also requested that notification be 
given A. H. Calef, secretary and treas- 
urer of the Missouri Pacific, at Sea- 
bright, N. J.,.and Dr. Henry Moffat, 
Mr. Phillips’ physician, in Yonkers.

Washington, July 2.—Fully instruct- 
ed as to the Washington government's 
attitude toward every phase of the 
Mexican problem, gohn R. Silliman 
will leave tomorrow for Saltillo to rep- 
resent the- United States at the tem- 
porary capital of General Carranza, 
first chief of the constitutionalists. 
As Whilson’s Personal Agent. 

It is understood Silliman goes virtu- 
ally as President Wilson’s personal 
agent, to talk with the constitutionalist 
leader, to lend a hand if occasion of- 
fers in healing the Carranza-Villa 
breach and, particularly, to further im- 
press on the constitutionalists the urg- 
ent necessity of early peace in Mexico 
through a provisional government as 
proposed at Niagara Falls. | 

Silliman, who was a classmate of 
President Wilson at Princeton, is the 
regularly accredited vice and deputy 
consul at Saltillo. He returns to his 
post, now Genéral Carranza’s head- 
quarters, under permission -recently 
given by General Huerta. A few weeks 
ago he was a prisoner there, charged 
by Huerta officials with aiding their 
enemies and his release was granted 
only on condition that he leave Mexico 
not to return. 

Will Carranza Yield. 

While the administration was arrang- 
ing for the vice consul’s departure, 
constitutionalist agents here still were 
seeking to learn by telegraph what 
was going on an Satillo. Late tonight 
it was said no definite information had 
come. It is said différences of opinion 
prevail among constitutionalists in 
Washington as to whether their first 
chief ever will consent to deal with 
Huerta, except on the battlefield. 

Reports came today from Torreon 
that General Villa was in conference 
there with General Villareal, General 
Santoscoy and several other Carranza 
commissioners and that the outlook 
was favorable for a satisfactory adjust- 
ment of differences between Carranza 
and Villa. 


SESSIONS ARE ENDED

its sessions here. 

Minister Suarez, of Chile, and the 
Huerta delegates, will leave tomorrow.’

Washington, July 2.—Uneasiness in 
official circles over disturbed condi- 
tions in the Tampico and Panuco oil 
regions, where oil operators have been 
reticent about paying contributions to 
the constitutionalist cause, Was con- 
siderably allayed today by a report 
from Admiral nee. 

Secretary Daniels gave out this 
statement based on the report: : 

“Advice is at hand that Admiral 
Mayo visited Panuco yesterday in 
company with the <American consul 
and had an interview with the mili- 
tary commander and a number of 
Americans, and had received promises 
from the military commander for the 
rotection of foreigners. Admiral 
Mayo feels that his visit has had a 
good effect and there will be no 
further cause for complaint. Oil com- 
pany officials have been sufficiently 
reassured by the representations made 
to Admiral Mayo, to direct the return 
of their employees’ to the oil ‘fields. 
The employees will go back to work 
today.” 

Admiral Mayo made no mention of 
a reported order for the surrender by 
Americans in the Tampico district of 
all arms and ammunition to the civil 
authorities. This’ order was said to 
have been issued to remind the oil 
operators that the authorities expected 
contributions to a fund which they 
claimed would be used to protect the 
oil fields.

the revolution General Carranza and 
General Villa are in perfect agree- 
ment. ~ 

“The breach between General Car- 
ranza and General Villa,” the Sstate- 
ment continued, “never has been as 
serious as reported. The issue was 
whether or not civil gsovernment 
should be extended over the state of 
Chihuahua in the manner now in op- 
eration in the states gained for the 
Carranza administration by other gen- 
erals: 

“General Villa, manv times had af- 
firmed his belief in the policy of civil 
government and as a policy does not 
oppOse its extension over the states 
under his control. The differences 
arose in the manner of operation of 
the civil government and concern men 
holding offices under Villa whom Car- 
ranza holds responsible in some meas- 
ure, for the overthrow of the Madero 
government and whom, therefore, he 
has said openly he will not recognize 
when he comes into control of the 
government of Chihuahua. Therefore, 
these men, especially those who have 
been cunning enough to gain Villa's 
ear and winfgconcessions in Chihuahua, 
are encouraging General Villa to the 
continued maintenance of a military 
government in the states so that they 
may continue to profit by the con- 
cessions they hold.

TO CONSTITUTIONALISTS 


Niagara Falls, Ont. July 2.-——The 
Huerta delegates tonight made public 
the note they*transmitted to the me- 
diators early in the day, which is to be 
communicated, if the mediators see fit, 
“to the responsible agent of the con- 
stitutionalist party.” , 

Significant of its conciliatory spirit 
is the fact that the note refers to the 
Carranza forces as “constitutionalists,” 
whereas heretofore, the Huerta govern- 
ment has referred to its opponents as 
“rebels.’’ The note says, in part: 

“The undersigned delegates did not 
come to the international conferences 
to represent any pany. It suffices us 
to represent the national aspiration for 
peace, which is the real national sen- 
timent and which is above all animosi- 
ties aroused by civil war. 

“The basis of the agreements which 
will insure external peace, the restora- 
tion of international harmony, and, in 
a word, national rebirth and national 
honor lies in the organization of a 
provisional government in Mexico. If 
it is organized all that will remain to 
be done will be the execution of. the 
agreements which promise these boons. 

“If it is not organized the agree- 
ments will be destroyed, and Mexico's 
situation will be the same as before, 
uncertainty for the future and evil for 
the present. 

“As your excellencies say, it Is the 
patriotism of rival Mexicans, which 
must now work to save Mexico. 

“We have put forward our utmos®& 
efforts, which we are still ready to ex- 
haust to the end that the peace, enroll- 
ments may be carried out by means of 
the organization of a provsional gov- 
ernment effected in accord with the 
constitutional delegates. 

“We must trust that patriotism will 
do its part among the constitution- 
alists, but should this not be the case 
we will not bear the burden of so 
grave a-responsibility. 

“We have made this exposition of our 
concepti6n of the present situation, as 
we wish to put it before the authority 
of your excellencies and so that, if 
you see fit to do so, you may design 
to commit it to the responsible agents 
of the constitutionalist party, as a step 
we take towards the rapprochement 
(close understanding) which your ex- 
cellencies wish to bring about and 
maintain.”

Mayor Woodward informed the com- 
pany that unless the plant is turned over 
to the city complete by August lI, he 
will proceed to have the contract can- 
celled. He also suggested that if the 
company expects to collect the $135,000 
balance due on the plant, it had better 
finish the plant according to specifi- 
cations. 

Also, the mayor instructed 
Manager Zode Smith to figure 
amount of water the Destructor 
pany has used since the plant was 
started, and when he was informed that 
the bill amounted to $1,648, he notified 
the local representatives of the com- 
pany that the money would be deduct- 
ed from the amount the city owes the 
company for destroying garbage dur- 
ing the month of June, and if it hap- 
pens that the amount is not in excess 
of the water charges, the balance will 
be charged against the July bill. 

Disgusted, Says Mayor. 

“IT have been thoroughly disgusted 
with the plant ever the first at- 
tempt of the engineers to try and burn 
the amount of garbage guaranteed,” 
said Mayor Woodward yesterday, “but 
now 1 am exasperated the feeble 
attempts of the company to change 
the mechanism of the plant, and unless 
the company turns the plant over to 
the city in accordance with the specifi- 
cations, befure August 1, | am gpouing 
to proceed to cancel the Contract, and 
will order a suit against the Vestructoi 
company for the recovery of the money 
the city hs already paid on the plant.

The taxpayer 
supports the officer through West Point or 
Annapolis, and educates him with a view to 
securing his expert services until age or dis- 
ability shall retire him. Such, at least, is 
the theory upon which millions annually are 
poured out, and the clamor for increasing 
millions put up. 

The plucking board in the navy depart- 
ment and the retiring board in the war de- 
partment make - farce of these pretensions.

It is often the case that he 
is “plucked” to make room in the line-of 
promotion for some man below him with a 
pull. He may be “plucked” because he is 
tired of the service, and wants to retire to 
private life, or private ambitions, at the gov- 
_erriment’s expense. Frequently trivial pre- 
texts furnish the excuse. 

In the army it is almost as bad. 
who, perhaps, cannot do a ninety-mile horse: 
back ride or comply with some hypersensi- 
tive test, but who are good enough to do 
excellent work in some other branch, are 
condemned to idleness by retirement. 

This would be bad enough if men so re- 
tired were self-sustaining. They are not. 
They stay on the government payroll at 
two-thirds pay. Strong, vigorous, with a 
wealth of experience, matured equipment, 
often keen patriotism and aggressive energy, 
they are thrown on the “scrap-heap’’—while 
the taxpayers pay the freight. How much 
the aggregate from this list of voluntary and 
compulsory “deadheads” it is possible only 
to guess. It is a known fact that the country 
literally is waterlogged with retired army 
and navy officers, fit enough physically save 
for the scientific quibble that throws them 
in the scrap-heap! 

The amazing folly of the business is that 
hundreds of- these machine-made derelicts 
are capable of doing work for which the gov- 
ernment is paying millions to have done. 
No wonder duplication of service and of 
costs makes the taxpayers groan. 

Congress ought to sink the probe a mile 
deep into this combination of inquisition and 
grafting. Investigate! See how many men 
able to render service enjoy the govern- 
ment’s bounty through conspiracies for pro- 
motion, through ambushed vindictiveness or 
private and petty greed. Then confine the 
powers of retirement to their proper limit 
and make proceedings public.

The tax equalization law is reversing the 
story. The tax rate is going down. Several 
counties have already announced that a re- 
duced tax rate is made possible by the new 
law for the first time in years, and instead 
of the program of improvements being em- 
barrassed, new improvements on a larger 
scale are in actual contemplation. Thus, the 
proof of The Constitution’s statement that 
the tax equalization law was the forerunner 
of “a fiscal revolution” in Georgia. 

As with the counties, so it will be with 
the state. The reduction in county tax rates 
is a certain forecast of a reduction of the 


state tax rate. 

Why? 

Invisible and shirking property, property 
that had “hidden out” in some cases for fifty 
years, in some. cases never before returned, 
has been put to work like other property 
which has been beartng its part of the public 
burden for all these years. 

Millions of dollars worth of taxable prop- 
erty, securities, etc., never on the tax digests, 
is being taxed like other property. 

And, most amazing of all, the geography 
of Georgia, so far as the land maps are con- 
cerned, will be radically altered by the addi- 
tion of countless acres that for purposes of 
taxation have never been on the map before. 
Only a handful of the counties have made 
completed returns,:- and already three hun- 
dred thousand acres that never before paid 
taxes have been discovered and placed on 
the tax digests. By the time all the counties 
are heard from a rich and profitable princi- 
pality will be added ‘to Georgia’s tangible 
wealth. It is as though the tax equalization 
act, in the role of Columbus, had gone forth 
and discovered huge areas long lost. 

No wonder the bottom has dropped out 
of the movement to repeal the law, as well 
as of the movement to make the law a dema- 
gogic opponents the 
law despaired of mustering 4 
corporal’s guard against it. Even the legis- 
lative vote that originally opposed the law 
has been shot to pieces by the demonstration 
of the law’s fairness and the tida wave of 
popular. approval. The people realize that 
the vitalizing principle of the law is common 
honesty as between all classes of taxp2yers. 
That fact has sunk into their minds, and it 
makes the law proof against all the Storms 
of demagogy and ignorance.

The creation of Barrow county by the 


legislature runs the total number of counties | 


in Georgia to 149. That is a greater aggre- 
gate of.counties than any other one Ameri- 
can state, with the single exception of Texas, 
which is about five times the area of Georgia. 

The report current in legislative circles is 

that one more new county will be authorized, 
bringing the total to’ the round number of 
150, and that then the lid will be clamped 
down for good and all. 
, The Constitution hopes this rumor is well 
founded. And if it is, the man who here- 
after proposes to cross the dead-line of 150 
counties should be taken out and shot before 
sunrise. 

If the people of Georgia had that assur- 
ance they would heave a sigh of relief. 

The truth is, Georgia now has more coun- 
ties than it needs and infinitely more than 
makes for efficient and economical adminis- 
tration. A reduction from 149 to 100 coun- 
ties would give the state. better roads, 
cheaper official service, better schools, better 
facilities in every respect, and decidedly 
more economical administration than 
under existing conditions. The fixed 
charges of administering courts, main- 
taining jails and public institutions gen- 
erally would be the.same, approximately, for 
100 counties as for 149 or 150. The rest, and 
it is a big amount, can be charged up to 
profit and loss, with the taxpayers standing 
the burden. Instead of efficiency in govern- 
ment suffering with a reduction of counties, 
it would enhance notably. And it is probable 
that the resulting financial saving would 
mount up into the millions of dollars. 

But all this is metaphysical. We are up 
to 149 counties, and there we will stay. 

The present or next legislature will prob- 
ably increase the number to 150, a round 
number’ which the people can easily retain 
in mind, and any attempt after that to 
change will galvanize their attention and 
protest. 

Even 150 will be a third too many, con- 
sidering efficiency and economy. 

But if the people are assured that ‘the 
new county-factory will stop grinding, for- 
ever and eternally, right there they will ac- 
cept the 150 dea@#line with more or less 
equanimity.

Georgians who, in 1913, loaned $12,397,318 at 
J4e per cent. The farmers of Georgia, ac- 
cording to a federal report, paid an average 
of 9.98 per cent for money. Is it not possible 
to remove the barriers that separate these 
Georgia lenders and Georgia borrowers? 

I believe there is an easy way to do this. 
The legislature can pass laws that would 
enable the farmer to put one-half of the 
value of his land devoted to productive 
agriculture into easily negotiable form and 
thus prepare his asset—land—for the invest- 
ment market in as attractive form as rail- 
road or municipal bonds. This would enable 
him to borrow at 5 or 6 per cent on short 
time or long time. Congress cannot tax all 
the people in order to raise money to lend 
to- some of the people. But congress has full 
power to dispose of the public property 
which consists of 665,000,000 acres of public 
land. Congress can lend the proceeds of 
these public lands on properly validated farm 
obligations. 

Such obligations, to the extent of 50 per 
cent of their value, could be provided for 
under state legislation and these obligations, 
fortified by a guarantee by state or county 
of title, would be as good as government 
bonds. It Only needs a little reciprocal legis- 
lation on these lines to furnish farm credits 
of the highest and safest oraer. The legisla- 
ture can put the farmer in a position to use 
his credit. Congress can, constitutionally, 
in one way only, come to his aid’by giving 
a commercial standing to his security that 
will make it a preferred investment.

Doctor’s Wife Swears She 
Never Before Saw Mrs. 
Bailey--Witnesses Contra- 
‘dict—Pistol Sought. 


Freeport, N:. Y., July 2.—While Mrs. 
Edwin Carman was in Hempstead to- 
day viewing the body of Mrs. Louise 
Bailey, the Long Island matron killed 
by a shot fired through a window in 
Dr. Carman’s office here Tuesday 
night, detectives were pumping out a 
cesspool and a well in the rear of the 
physician’s residence,and a cesspool in 
the cellar. 

The detectives declared they expect- 
ed to find a 38-caliber revolver con- 
taining one exploded shell. Late to- 
night the hunt for the weapon was 
still im progress, but the detectives 
thought their search would be reward- 
ed before morning. 

The body of the murdered 
was taken from her home in 
stead to an undertaker’s morgue for 
an autopsy, which had been ordered by 
the district attorney. 

William D. Bailey at first refused 
to allow his wife’s body to be moved 
from the house, but after the authori- 
tles had threatened to go to a su- 
preme court justice and get an order 
permitting the autopsy, he gave his 
consent. 
“Poor Woman,” Said Doctor's Wife. 

Mrs. Carman and her attorney were 
waiting at the morgue. Mrs. Carman 
was taken into a rear room and asked

“Poor woman!” exclaimed the phy- 
sician’s wife; “I am so sorry for her.” 

“Have vou ever seen this woman be- 
fore?” the attorney asked. 

Mrs. Carman replied: “No; 
never seen that woman In my

Miss Helen Combs, a lawyer's stenog- 
rapher, who told them she was in the 
physician's house at the time of the 
shooting, having gone there for treat- 
ment. She said she was admitted to 
the house by Mrs. Carman. Dr. Car- 
man was- eating dinner and Miss 
Combs said she was told to wait. 

“While 1 was there,” Miss Combs is 
Said to have told the detectives, “a 
woman whom I Know was Mrs. Bailey 
arrived. She did not Knock or an- 
nounce herself. She walked. right in 
and a few moments later went into the 
doctor’s office.

Miss Coobs, the detectives also say, 
told them it was a woman, and not Dr. 
Carman, whd folded Mrs. Bailey’s hands 
across her breast after the body had 
been raised from the floor and placed 
on the office couch. Dr. Carman told 
the police it. was he who folded Mrs, 
Bailey’s hands. ; 

Two weeks before Mrs. Bailey was 
murdered someone called Dr. Carman 
en the telephone and threatened his life. 
With apparent reluctancé, and more 
than thirty hours after the tragedy, 
the physician today gave this infor- 
mation to the district attorney. The 
county prosecutor failed to make him 
amplify this revelation. Dr. Carman 
refused to say whether the threatening 
message came from a man or a woman, 
and remained- silent under further 
questioning. ’ 

Centradicts Mrs. Carmen. 


Joseph Golden, ‘one of the two men 
who sat in Dr. Carman’s waiting room 
when Mrs. Bailey was killed, sur- 
prised the authorities today by declar- 
ing that he saw Mrs. Carman enter 
the room a minute or two after the 
shot was fired. She helped her hus- 
band lift the woman’s body to a 
couch, he said, and folded the hands 
over the breast. This contradicted 
Mrs. Carman’s statement that she did 
not see Mrs. Bailey either before or 
after the shooting. Further question- 
ing brought from Golden an admis- 
sion that he might have made a mis- 
take, and that the woman in the doc- 
tor’s office might have been Mrs. Car- 
man’s sister, who closely resembled 
her.

Mrs. Car- 
man readily admitted having had the 
instrument installed because, she said, 
. She felt she had a right to know what 
her husband was talking about with 
women visitors. 

“And everything I heard comforted 
me,” she said. “I became convinced of 
the doctor’s fidelity to me.”

New Orleans, La., July 2.—Surgeon 
General Rupert Blue, of the United 
States public health and marine hos- 
pital service, today took charge of 
the bubonic plague situation in New 
While no thew cases devel- 
today Surgeon General Blue de- 
clared at a meeting of business and 
health officials that some time would 
be required to eradicate contagion. He 
said a thorough rat survey of the city 
must be made in order to determine 
the extent of infection and to guard 
against an outbreak of the disease in 
a new zone. 

Health officers from Alabama, Tex- 
and many nearby coast cities ap- 
prove plans adopted at the conference 
With Surgeon General Blue. They 
stated there would be no general quar- 
antine against New Orleans so long 
as local conditions remain favorable. 

Plague experts from Washington 
will be ordered here by Surgeon Gen- 
eral Blue and probably a corps of ex- 
pert* rat catchers atso will be brought 
from San Francisco. The source of 
infection has been traced to fleas, car- 
ried by rats in a lodging house where 
the two bubonic plague patients con- 
tracted the disease. With the destruc- 
tion of all rats in the infected dis- 
trict it is believed by the health au- 
thorities that all danger of further 
spread will be removed. 

Already a campaign for the exter- 
mination of rats is well under way, 
331 of the rodents being captured to- 
day and 316 yesterday in the 6,000 
traps which were placed in the in- 
fected zone Inspector Ball, of the 
City board of health, is in charge: of 
a torece of 4909 men now engaged in a 
general clean-up of the city.

UN PASSENGER TRAIN 


Single-Handed, a Deputy Re- 
pels Robbers—He Kills One 
and Is Himself Wounded. 


Pendleton, Ore., July 2.—George Mac- 

Duffey, a deputy sheriff of Heppner, 
Ore., fought a _ single-handed battle 
} with train robbers in the aisle of a 
chair car fifty miles east of here to- 
| day, killing one and wounding another. 
-He narrowly missed death himself 
1+when his pocket comb, in the upper 
'left-hand vest pocket, slowed down a 
' bullet aimed at his heart. The car 
was on the Oregon-Washington rail- 
road. 
; The dead man was identified by an 
inscription in his watch as Hugh Whit- 
,;hey, a desperado, known for depreda- 
tions in Montana, Idaho. and Wyoming. 
His wounded companion and a thira 
robber were trailed by posses. They 
got about $200 from the express car 
of the train, one diamond ring valued 
at $700 and a few dollars from passen- 
gers. 

The robbers boarded the train when 
it slowed down to drop a helper en- 
gine. They herded the crew into the 
express car, and finding no great re- 
ward in the safe, decided to rob the 
assengers. A request that women 
»e left undisturbed was agreed to, and 
one robber remained to guard the 
crew. The others after robbing sever- 
al passengers, encountered MacDuffey 

After the shooting the wounded ban- 
dit dragged himself back to the express 
car, summoned his companions and es- 
caped. A quantity of explosives was 
found néar the track. 

Conductor W. .:E. Fergus said the 
masked men, each armed with two re- 
volvers, boarded the rear Pullman, at 
a Small station. 

“They made me signal the engineer 
to stop the train,” said Fergus. “They 
then forced the Pullman conductor, all 
the porters, car sweeper and myself 
to walk to the express car, where 
they succeeded in getting the mes- 
senger to open the door. 

‘They ransacked the express car and 
got all the money. The leader of the 
trio told the two others to go through 
the coaches and hold up the _ pas- 
sengers.”’ 

Deputy Sheriff MacDuffey drew his 
revolver when the robbers entered his 
car and the shooting began. 

A gold watch found on the dead 
bandit had inscribed on it Hugh Whit- 
ney, 5-10-11." Hugh Whitney is a not- 
ed desperado wanted for a long list 
of depredations in Montana, Idaho and 
Wvyoming 

Most of the passengers managed to 
hide the greater part of their money. 
Frank and Sam Morgan, of Salt Lake 
City, had about $1,000 between them 
which they quickly hid.

RECEIVERS: ARE NAMED 
FOR C., H. & D. SYSTEM 


Cincinnati, O., July 2.—Judson Har- 
mon, former attorney general of the 
United States, and Judge kKufus B. 
Smith, of this city, were today appoint- 
ed receivers for the Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton and Dayton railroad, application 
for which was filed in the United States 
district court earlier in the day on be- 
half of the Banker’s Trust company, of 
New York. The bonds of each of the 
receivers were placed at $50,000. The 
petition asking for the receivers de- 
clared that the entire bonded indebted- 
ness of the railroad is $75,000,000, and 
charged that the railroad has default- 
ed on the interest of $29,190,000 first 
mortgage and refunding 50-year gold 
bonds; on $3,162,000 bonds of the In- 
diana, Decatur and Western railroad, 
and $4,722,000 bonds of the Cincinnati, 
Indiana and Western railroad. 

The petition of the Bankers’ Trust 
company seeks the foreclosure of a 
mortgage ‘which is estimated at $36,- 
000,000. 

The Bankers’ Trust company, in ad- 
dition ‘to asking for a receiver, asks 
that officials and employees of the 
railroad company be enjoined from in- 
terfering with, transferring or dispos- 
ing of any of the property of the com- 
pany.

Hamilton and Day- 
ton was thrown into the hands of a 
receiver in 1905 following the taking 
over of the property by the J. Pierpont 
Morgan company, of New York. Judson 
Harmon, who was appointed receiver 
at that time, continued in that Ca- 
pacity until 1909, when the property 
was sold t&é the Baltimore and Olio 
Railroad company, the latter company 
guaranteeing certain of the securities.

With an available appropriation 
of $500,000 the department announced 
that $20,000 will be spent during the 
coming vear in each experimental dis- 
trict.

GEORGE FRED WILLIAMS 
IN THE BALKAN MUDDLE 


U. S. Minister to Greece Takes 
It Upon Himself to Settle 
Albanian Trouble. 


Athens, July 2.—George Fred Wil- 
liams, American minister to Greece, 
who recently made public a report of 
hi investigations in Albania, in 
which he denounced the international 
commission of control and declared the 
present regime in Albania was imprac- 
ticable, issued a new statement to- 
night, justifying his former statement 
and emphasizing the danger menacing 
Epirus through the rapid advance of 
the Albanian rebels. 

Mr. Williams prefaces his new state- 
ment by the declaration that it is made 
without any preliminary understanding 
with the Epirote insurgent leader, 
Zographos, or the Greek government 
and adds: 

“Although my first statement is crit- 
icized as throwing too great a respon- 
sibility on Prince William of Wied, I 
contend that other statements on which 
the accusations were based cannot be 
denied by Prince William. 

Conditions of Concillation,. 

“Colonel Thomson (the Dutch com- 
mander of the gendarmerie who was 
killed in an insurgent attack on Duraz- 
zo) appointed by Prince William as 
commissary general at Argyrocastro 
and Koritza, arranged with Zographos’ 
conditions of conciliation. Prince Wil- 
liam of Wied now directed the political 
affairs of Albania without regard to 
the international commission. On Col- 
Thomson's return, the Albanian 
rejected. the terms he had ar- 
ranged, and ‘iéssad Pasha demanded 
25,000 men for the purpose of under- 
taking the campaign against the Ept- 
rotes. Colonel Thomson opposed this, 
arguing that such a campaign would 
mean bloodshed and provoke religious 
hatred that would last many years. 

“Essad Pasa’s plan was dropped, but 
the prince recalled Colonel Thomson, 
thus dismissing the only pacific man. 
Prince William of Wied is a weak 
character and the powers who nomi- 
nated him must be held responsible 
for his actions. He is responsible for 
his ministers who have acted merely 
to safeguard their own estates, instead 
of in the interests of the population.”

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AMICABLE ADJUSTMENT 
OF THE PAPER DISPUTE 


New York, July 2.—After a five 
months’ dispute, representatives of the 
International Paper company, which 
employes between 8,000 and 9,000 men 
in thirty or more plants located in a 
score of cities in the United States and 
Canada, and the committee representing 
the employees’ unions, arrived at an 
amicable adjustment of differences to- 
day. 

The conferees signed a new agree- 
ment for one year. It was said the 
workers obtained several important 
concessions, the most notable of which 
are increased pay and a method of ad- 
justing grievances. 

A clause in the agreement makes 
mandatory on the employers and the 
workers to settle by arbitration any 
dispute that may arise while the agree- 
ment is in force.
